August Koch was arrested Friday afternoon at 1 o’clock by Detectives Tracey 


and Tucker. 


He was taken into custody at Sixth and Franklin avenue, where he d 


had been handed a roll ef money containing a $5 bill, marked by one of his in- 


tended victims. 


The two detectives were present at an interview arranged by 


Chief Desmond, in which enough information was obtained to cause the police to 
believe the arrest is one of the most important that has been made in St. Louis 


in years. 
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Chief of Detectives Desmond is on the 


trail] of a man who is said to be one of the 
smoothest swindlers who has ever operated 


fn St. Louis. He is in the guise of a 
wealthy wine merchant and bears tne name 
of August Koch. 

His scheme to defraud the unwary is 
simply colossal. It is a promise to pay 
something for nothing. 

Mr. och works the game 
his so-called business interests. 
that for pastime he has assumed 
sistant general managership of the Hon- 
duras National Lottery Co., and in that 
capacity he is soliciting patronage for the 
concern. 

As an incentive to boom the lottery busi- 
ness he has distributed among various par- 
ties what are claimed to be bogus con- 
tracts which call for enormous sums of 
money on a small investment. The amounts 
are to be paid on the l4th day of October, 
ust one week following the lottery drawing 
n Honduras, Central America. 

To his alleged dupes Koch represents that 
he can manipulate the lottery so that the 
money accruing to another State will go to 
St. Louis and accordingly to those with 
whom he has agreements here. 

His method of ‘‘fixing”’ the wheel of fort- 
une is cleverly conceived and plausibly de- 
-scribed, It is believed that hundreds of 
guliible persons have fallen into the neat 
confidence trap laid by Mr. August Koch. 

Among those he has enénared, or thinks 
he has. is Tony Logamarsino of 2009 
Franklin avenue. Another is Michael Krieg, 
proprietor of a saloon at Fifteenth. etreet

He 
had money and spent it freely. After our 
acquaintance became more intimate he sub- 
mitted a propasition to make me a rich 
man.

He explained that the 
Honduras lottery business was on the wane 
in this city and he wanted to build it up.

“The way Koch was to arrange the win- 
nings for us was this: He would be pres- 
ent in Honduras Oct. 8, when the drawing 
occurred. As customary, the man who re- 
volved the big wheel at the sound of a bell 
would be blindfolded. A second man stood 
on the other side of the wheel, while his 
position as the manager of the concern 
would be in the center. 

“Without any difficulty he could, he said, 
divert the winning number from New Jer- 
sey to St. Louis. Koch was to handle the 
tickets for us. I brought Koch to my home 
once or twice, but my wife didn’t like his 
looks. She didn’t know who he was at the 
time. I was a detective for two years and 
soon came to the conclusion that Koch was

Will Hoagland of Tuckahoe 
Drove Back Assassins. 


THEY BLEW IN THE 
DOOR WITH DYNAMITE. 


BUI INSIDE THEY FOUND A 
BRAVE DEFENDER, WHO 
WORKED TWO REVOLVERS. 


LITTLE BROTHER LOADED 
THEM AS HE FIRED. 


They Were Seeking an Absent Brother, 
but Instead of Killing Him at 
Least One of Their Own 
Number Was Shot.

JOPLIN, Mo., Sept. 23.—Great excitement 
prevails in the vicinity of Tuckahoe, a 
mining camp north of Joplin, over an at- 
tempt made yesterday morning to blow up 
the residence of Reed Hoagland, a well 
known mine operator. Wednesday morn- 
ing Hoagland found a note pinned to his 
door warning him to leave the country. He 
came to Joplin Wednesday night, leaving at 
his home his mother, his brother, Will 
Hoagland, and wife, and a 12-year-old 
brother, 

About 2 o’clock in the morning the family 
was awakened by noises outside the! house 
and a voice at the front door demanded that 
Reed Hoagland come outside. The terrified 
family gathered in a back room and Will 
Hoagland, with two 32-caliber revolvers, 
prepared to fight. 

Soon a terrific explosion wrecked the 
front part of the house and through the 
shattered windows and doors the assassins 
on the outside poured in a murderous fire. 
A terrific battle raged for severa] minutes. 

Will Hoagland, stationed in the door of 
an inner room, answered the fire from the 
outside-With his pistols, his little brother 
loading as fast as he emptied his weapons. 

His fire was so persistent that the at- 
tacking party withdrew and Hoagland 
gave the alarm to his neighbors. 

Examination disclosed that at least one 
of the assassins had been shot as there 
were blood stains on the front porch. 
arene were put on the track but 
failed. 

The police, however, made three arrests, 
the suspects being miners named Collier, 
Coffer and Goforth. Recently the Hoag- 
lands beat these men in a lawsuit over a 
valuable piece. of mining land and this is 
supposed to have been the motive of the 
attack, 
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and Franklin avenue, whose place has 
been a sort of rendezvous for Koch in un- 
folding his elaborate scheme. 

Mr. Logamarisino was presented with a 
elip of paper the size of a bank note, 
signed by 
that he is to receive $10,000 Oct. 14 next, 
without fail. One-half-that sum is to be 
turned over to Krieg in lieu of hia interest 
in the transaction. On the opposite side of 
the note Is a receipt acknowledging $475 
from the persons named thereon. It is 
dated Sept. 16. Another paper reads: 


Received from A. Logamarisino $25, paid on ac- 

count. AUGUST KOCH, 
Assistant General Agent. 

Asa matter of fact neither Krieg nor his 
friend thas paid a dollar into the Kocn 
treasury. But they are expected to “pony 
up” in a few days to derive the benefits 
accruing from their bonanza opportunity. 

On the other hand, if they procure suffi- 
cient patronage for Mr. -och, the con- 
tracts are still valid. 

Under similar circumstances Koch Is in- 
debted to Robert Hudson, living on Bacon 
street, to the extent of $600. And to help 
along the good thing, Koch guarantees 
William Blanchard, salesman for the Al- 
bert G. Meyer Commission Co., §8000, pro- 
vided he will plank down $200 spot cash. 

The agreement with Logamarisino reads 
as follows: 

We promise to pay, on the 14th day or before 
October, 1808, to Mr. Antonlo Logamarisino & Co.. 
the amount of ten thousand dollars ($10,000) tn 
United States money, paid through the Adaims Ex 
ress (o.. by two witnesses, at A. Logamarisino's 

ouse, 2000 Franklin avenue, St. Louis. Mo. 

Contract—Our company takes out advance 
money, four hundred and seventy-five dollars ($475), 
from ten thousand dollars ($10,000), leaving net 
cost for Messrs. Logamarisino & Co., nine thousand 
five hundred and twenty-five dollars ($9525) in 
ash. Cash for Mr. Antonio Logamarisjno only 
$4702.50 Cash for the company only $4762.50. To- 
al, $¥525.

Detectives Tracey and Tucker arrested 
Koch in Michael Krieg’s saloon, 10 Frank- 
lin avenue, shortly after 1 o'clock Friday 
afternoon. 

A note signed by William Blanchard was 
found in the prisoner's possession. It con- 
tained a_ marked $5 bill which Blanchard 
begged Koch to accept as evidence of his 
good faith in acquiescing to the big con- 
tract. Koch pocketed the money without 
a word and then invited the barkeeper to 
have a drink. 

Blanchard was to meet Koch at the hour 
mentioned, but pleaded pressure of business 
as an excuse for his absence. = 

August Koch roomed at 701 North Fif- 
teenth street and dined at the Planters’ Ho- 
tel. Hfe has lived at the number given for 
about five weeks.

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The Post-Dispatch has received the firet 
picture sent to this country of Louis Lu- 
cheni, who assassinated the Empress of 
Austria. It is also the first photograph, so 
far as ‘6 known, ever taken of the Anar- 
chist and murderer. 

‘Ihe man’s name has appeared as Luc- 
chesi, Lucchini, Luccesi and in other ways, 
but the Swiss authorities evidently havea 
concluded that his proper name is Luchent, 
for it is so written on the offic’al photo- 
graph just from Geneva. It was taken by

“God is my judge and I hope he will be 
merciful, but I wish and pray from the 
bottom of my broken heart that Noble 
may atone for his crimes on the scaffold; 
he is my son and I curse the day I bore 
him. Evil has followed in his path through 
all his life, and, if he escapes hanging 
may evil fall upon him. 

“Since Cain slew Abel, no brother has de- 
served punishment more than Noble. Son 
that he is, he is an unnatural one. Be- 
tween a criminal, like him, murderer that 
he would be, with the blood of his own 
brother on his hand, and a boy who is all 
a mother could desire like William--the in- 
nocent victim—I must choose. 

“The mother’s love is strong for any off- 
spring, wayward, black sheep or not. But 
deeds of blood against his own family wash 
away even a mother’s love, and so I say 
as I would of any man who attempted to 
murder me or mine, ‘May he be hanged.’ ” 

William, Whose voice can scarce be raised 
above a whisper, owing to the bullet in his 
lung, replied: 

a hope they hang him to the first tree.” 

The shooting of Will is not Noble’s onlv 
offense against us and it is not for that 
alone that I wish he were dead,”’ the 
mother said. “It is for these gray hairs in

While pronouncing the malediction, pray- 
ing God to deliver her first born to an ig- 
nominious death, the mother’s voice was 
firm and clear; the words made it sound 
harsh. She raised her right hand above 
her head in physical token that she knew 
the power she invoked. The thing said, her 
mouth closed in a set expression: her eves 
shone almost vindictively under the yellow 
rays of an oil lamp; the son William, who 
was his brother’s victim, dropped his head 
and murmured an almost inaudible amen:

FRANCE DARK IN SHADOW 
OF A POSSIBLE DICTATA 


EVIDENCE ACCUMULATES THAT 
PRESIDENT FAURE MEANS 
TO STRIKE DOWN THE 
EXISTING REPUBLIC. 


MILITARY COUP D’ETAT 
MAY BE NEAR AT HAND. 


Arbitrary Imprisonment of Col. 
Piquart in Contempt of the Cab- 
inet Only Ons o. the Grave 
Indications cf Approach- 
ing Usurpation. 


PARIS, Sept. 23.—Everything tends to 
confirm the opinion that Gen. Zurlinden, in 
ordering the military tria) of Col. Picquart, 
acted entirely upon understanding witi 
President Faure, and as the days go by 
the danger of a coup d’etat calculated to 
make the Président military dictator of 
France seems more imminent. ~~ 

The Temps declares that the Cabinet had 
Previously refused to sanction Gen, Zr- 
linden’s proposal to prosecute Col. Pic- 
quart and that Gen. Zurlinden, therefore, 
waited until he had resumed the military 
governofship of Paris, when he acted upon 
his own authority, carrying out his own 
order which was made just before his re- 
tirement from the office of Minister of 
War. 

No one believes that Gen. Zurlinden con- 
ceived himself this bold piece of trickery, 
or that he has ventured to carry it out 
on his own account. He is the creature of 
President Faure, who induced Premier 
Brisson to trust him with the port- 
folio that M. Cavaignac resigned. 

President Faure has practically defied the 
Cabinet, which owes its position not to his 
favor, but to a legislative majority. The 
transfer of Col. Picquart from civil to mili- 
tary custody, in defiance of the wishes of 
the administration, and the Premier's 
action in repudiating this transfer of the 
Cotonel on behalf of the Cabinet, is merely 
the beginning of what promises to be a 
fierce fight between the Cabinet, with 
Parliament and the nation behind it, and 
President Faure, with the commenders of 
the army at hig back. 

A mob, which had been howling outside 
La Sante prisen, rushed toward Picquart 
as he emerged yesterday, when taken tg 
Cherche Midi, the military prison, shaking 
their fists and shouting, some for and 
some against him. A similar mob waited 
at the Cherche Midi. A detachment of 
military, in both cases, protected Picquart, 
A majority of the papers denounce thls 
military coup with varying degrees of 
severity. M. Clemenceau, in the Aurore,

A South Carolina delegation brought 
flowers and a palmetto tree. At the last 
reunion of Confederates Miss Davis wore 
a palmetto scarf as a compliment to that 
State. 

The church is the one where Jefferson 
Davis and family worshipped during the 
war. It was there that Mr. Davis received 
the news of Lee’s surrender. The funeral 
procession was one of the most imposing 
ever seen here. Veterans and military 
turned out in great numbérs. Every car- 
riage for hire in the city had been en- 
gaged. The florists here never did such a 
busjness. Telegraphic orders came for de- 
signs from North and South. 

The body was buried in the north sec- 
tion of Davis Circle, about 10 feet from the 
grave of Mr. Davis. The hearse was 
drawn by four white horses and thé mili- 
tary escort consisted of the Richmond 
Howitzers, three coentpanies from the First 
Regiment, three from the Second and one 
from the Third. The services at the church 
were conducted by Rev. Dr. Hartley Car- 
michael, the rector, and Rev. Dr. D. M. 
Hoge, pastor of the Second Presbyterian 
Church, and there were reserved seats near 
_ bier for all the other ministers in the 
city. 


The trip from Narragansett Pler, or more 
properly from the Rockingham Hotel there, 
was remarkable. A large delegation of the 
Grand Army of the Republic escorted the 
body from the hotel .to the bg har 
how thoroughly the animosities engendere 
by the civil war have been buried. Up to 
the moment of departure messages of con- 
dolence continued to arrive for Mrs. Davis.

There were many beauti- 
ful floral offerings waiting at Jersey City 
to be placed on the train.

Chief Incidents in His Career as Scout, Hunter, Indian Fighter 
and Showman. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., Sept. 23.—Col. Will- 
fam F. Cody (Buffalo iBll) has been taken 
very ill here and has been removed from 
his private car to St. Joseph’s Hospital. 
He is suffering from typhoid fever and his 
physicians say his condition is serlous. He 
has been ailing for 10 days. Cody is now an 
old man, up in the sixties, and although 
he has always been rugged and free from 
ordinary ills, his friends are much alarmed 
over this attack. 

Buffalo Bill is a native of Iowa, born 
in a log cabin in Scott County. When he 
was 10 years old his parents moved to 
Western Kansas and his father established 
@ trading post. Here for the first time ‘lit- 
tle Bill saw the typical Westerner, the 
man of sombrero, buckskin and moccasins, 
profuse hair and a dozen notches on each 
of his dozen pistols—nine times out of 10 
a blustering ruffian, all bark and no Dite, 
but with a swageer fit to impress a boy. 
Bill was awed and delighted, and his 10- 
year-old brain was filled with the ambition 


to be one of these great men. 
From that moment he never cut his hair. 


Those were days of excitement to the 
healthy boys—learning from the Kickapoos 
to shoot with bow and arrow, attending 
Savage barbecues, spending days on his 
pony, following for miles the “prairie 
echooners” of Russell & Majors, and finally 
participating in the riots after the enabling 
act, when, for the first time, Northern 
sentiment clashed with Southern spirit over 
the negro, and marauders of each party 
gnercilessly killed their opponents. In one

Bill again shooting buffaloes for amuse- 
ment. 

In 1868 he was made chief of scouts under 
Gen. Sheridan in the war against the 
Dog Soldier Indians, and he did invaluable 
service as a guide over regions utterly un- 
known to the military. During four years 
he remained at Fort McPherson, where he 
arranged buffalo hunts for many visiting 
Easterners—foreigners, too, among them 
the Grand Duke Alexis. 


New York men who met Bill found him 
so different from the rough frontiersman 
imagined by them that they were charmed, 
and in 1872 he came to New York at the in- 
vitation of August Belmont and others. 
Metropolitan life was sure to make an im- 
pression on such a character, but the 
change would have been no more than the 
adding of a little polish had he not one 
night chanced to see in front of a theater 
a big placard, “J. B. Studley, in His Great 
Impersonation of Buffalo Bill, the Scout 
of the Plains.”’ 

Amused, but interested, Bill entered the 
playhouse; saw a bad replica of himself by 
an otherwise good actor; glowed with de- 
light at the enthusiasm of the audience, and 
presently fell to thinking over the certainty 
that where the imitation was so successful 
the original would be received with im- 
mense acclaim.

WILL BE ASSASSINATED. 


EMPRESS IN A CONSPIRACY. 


She Wants to Place Prince Kung’s 
Grandson on tn Throne ani Re- 
store Li Hung Chang to Power. 


LONDON, Sept. 23.—According to special 
dispatches received from Pekin, members 
of the European community there believe 
the life of the Emperor of China is in dan- 
ger. The Dowager Empress desires to piace

The Fmperor is 27, lean, undersized and 
unhealthy. His features are Tartar as con- 
tradistinguished from Chinese; the reign- 
ing family being Tartar. He assumed the 
government in 1887, His chief official titie, 
among many others, is Kuansu. He has 
been the most secluded monarch-op earth 
When he appears in public, which is very 
rarely, matting is hung up in front of all 
the houses and strips of cloth are stretched 
across the alleys and side stsé¢ets through 
which the imperial procession must pass. 
He is invariably accompanied by a vast 
retinue of soldiers and an army of court- 
iers, and the man who peeps around the 
corner or has his eyes fastened to a hole 
in the matting is'liable to be blinded by a 
bullet or an arrow. When he is at home 
he is carefully hidden away in the center 
of a big Tartar city (which is the center 
of the Chinese-city) at Pekin, and is ap- 
proached through three sets of walls—an 
impossible task for a European visitor—ve- 
fore the visitor reaches the building in 
which he is kept guarded by eunuchs, 

Though he is generally credited with the 
possession of a very ugly temper, which in- 
cites him to smash the bric-a-brac of his 
apartments, when he cannot have his own 
way, his efforts at ruling have gone no [fur- 
ther than to do what he was told to do. 
He has been kept in order—ancestor wor- 
ship being a strong point in the Celestial 
moral code—by the old Empress Dowager. 
who has practically run the g6tate show, and 
who is influenced sometimes by whim work- 
ing through a thin leaven of diluted states- 
manlike feeling. and sometimes by palace 
intrigue. 

Kuang-Su—which means the Illustrious 
Succession—has been under the old lady's 
thumb since he was 4 years of age, when he 
was chosen to succeed Tung-chi. She su- 
pervised his education. She picked out his 
wives for him, Of course she took her own 
friends when she selected his wives, and 
ehe has him so hemmed about with her of- 
ficials and girls that if he had a will of his 
own he wouldn’t know how to use it. 

The Empress Dowager, who has bossed 
the Tsung-l-Yamen fora generation, is now 
66 years old. She was the secondary wife of 
the Emperor Hsien Fung. She was at the 
head of the empire during a greater part of 
the Taeping rebellion. She managed its af- 
fairs during its wars with France and she 
has had more than one taste of Russian di- 
plomacy. She has a mind of her own, and 
all of the Chinese respect and fear her. She 
is even more secluded than the Emperor, 
and when she receives her officials and the 
Cabinet ministers her practice {ts to sit be- 
hind a screen while they talk at her through 
it—unless she has something strong to say 
to them. 

The Empreas js the friend of Li Hung 
Chang. It was the first of August thatthe 
Dowager Empress had superseded her nenh- 
ew. Li Hung Chang was at once given full 
power and practically superseded the For- 
eign Office. A few days later the Emperor 
apparently got the upper hand again: Li 
Hung Chang was ousted and English In- 
fluence again predominated over Russian. 
The overthrow of the Emperor probably 
means the recall of Li Hung Chane to 
power and Russian influence in the as- 
cendancy.

It would be better for this country if New Jersey were really 
a foreign land, as the jesters frequently make it.

TOTTEN’S WARNING. 


We are in the iron age, the age of machinery, of the pon- 
derous locomotive and the ironclad. We are also in the iron 
age morally. The fron of the machine seems to have entered 
into the soul of man. 

Prof. Totten warns the world that this fron age is suddenly 
to come to an end in March of next year. “It means,” he 
Says, “the end of man’s haphazard, irresponsible methods 
and system. The ‘iron crown’ will be knocked off mortal 
brows, and with an ‘iron rod’ immortal hands will thence- 
forth direct such human affairs as may survive the crisis.” 

Like all prophets, Prof. Totten at one moment uses ordi- 
nary language, and in the next sentence employs figurative 
expressions. We understand him when he says that “hap- 
hazard, irresponsible methods” will cease. That would mean 
arbitration instead of international and industrial warfare: 
it would mean calculation and estimate in matters of produc- 
tion instead of ruess-work; and a fair division of the product 
according to merit instead of the enrichment of gamblers at 
the expense of the toilers. It would mean that the trusts 
would either ceuse, or be managed for the benefit of all con- 
cerned, including the consunfer. : 

That were a consummation devoutly to be desired. 

But what does Prof. Totten mean by “immortal hands” 
ruling with a rod of tron? Can this signify that the world 
will be governed by intelligence and affection, wielding the 
rod of scientific power? We leave this to the theologian. In 
any event, there is nothing alarming in Prof. Totten’s pre- 


dictions, On the contrary, the tenor of them. is decidedly 
cheering to the law-abiding man who agrees with the poet 
that “Order is Heaven’s first law.” 

The Post-Dispatch first suggested the nime of “Dewey 
Islands” for the Philippines, and it is now telegraphed from 
Washington that many Serators and Representatives favor 
the change. If the islands are to be American, no name could 
be more appropriate, commemorating as it would one of the 
most remarkable naval victories in all history. 
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REPUBLICANS FRIGHTENED. 


The Republicans are thoroughly frightemed. Algerism is a 
heavy burden to carry at any time, but when the elections 
are coming on is sure to be fatal. 

That is the view of Mr. Babcock, Chairman of the Congres- 
sional Committee. Campaign contributions are withheld be- 
cause men who “invest’’ in politics fear that there is “no 
money in it” on the Republican side this year. The President, 
as usual, is non-committal, but the report goes that he means 
to stand by his Secretary of War. 

There is the clew to the situation. If he sticks to Alger it 
is because he must. Alger and Alger’s backers own the party 
and the Administration. They, too, have “invested” in the 
Government, and they are making a desperate attempt to 
save their hides and their dividends. 

It remains to be seen whether Mr. McKinley's obligations 
to Mr. Hanna have been fully discharged. But it does seem, 
to disinterested observers, that the President of the United 
States should be relieved of Mr. McKinley's obligations. Are 
they to be one of the “fixed charges” of the Government? 
Republicans are deeply interested in this question.

When the Municipal Assembly meets, the public will look 
for a submission-by the Board of Public Improvements of a 
lighting ordinance. That such an ordinance should not pro- 
vide for a long-term contract is proved by the following facts 
and figures: 7 

Sixteen years ago the price of incandescent lamps was $1 
each; now it is about 18 cents. 

In 1884 a 100-kilowatt dynamo was the biggest made; now 
such generators of current are built up to 4600-kilowatt 
capacity. 

The cost per kilowatt of current per hour has fallen in the 
same time from 75 cents to about 1 cent. 

Carbons cost 6 cents apiece in 1884; now they are worth 
about 2 cents apiece. 

In many other ways electric lighting has been cheapened 
and improved in recent years, and-no one at all familiar with 
the subject doubts that the march of progress in both these 
directions will go on for years to come. 

A long-term lighting contract means that the city will not 
be able to take edvantage of improvements. lt means that 
in the course of a few years the taxpayers would be paying 
much more than the service was worth. 

Pingree has been renominated and will probably be re-elect- 
ed.

60 points. the second man 40, the third 30, 
the fourth W and the fifth 10. Thus it will 
be seen that the fifth man in a 60-point 
race will score more than the winner of one 
of the regular events. At the end of the 
season all scores are added up and the one 
having the highest is declared the profes- 

sional champion of the United States.

Brown arrived at East St. Louis early 
Thursday morning with a car load of live 
stock. He made a sale and tucked the pro- 
ceeds deep down in his pockets.

Protability That the Identification

Mrs. John McCready of 2124 Forest ave- 
nue, Benton, now denies that the mysterious 
insane woman at the County Asylum, Nash- 
ville, Tenn., her sister, 

This. denial is made in face of the fact 
that Mrs. McCready’s mother, Mrs. Mar- 
garet Murphy, sent a telegram to Chairman 
McCool of the Asylum Commissioners, say- 
ing that the insane woman was her daugh- 
ter, Madge Murphy ,and requesting him to 
hold her until further notice 

There are several rather mysterious feat- 
ures about the case.

is that Mrs. Murphy 
suddenly left the home of her daughter, 
Mrs. McCready, at Benton, either Thurs- 
day evening or Friday morning. 

Another peculiar fact that although 
there is a telegraph office at Benton, within 
a few squares of the McCready home, the 
telegrams sent to Nashville were filed at 
Howard Station, two miles this side ot 
Benton. 

A third peculiarity is the very apparent 
and rather clumsy efforts of Mr. and Mrs. 
McCready to conceal the facts of their con- 
nection with the woman at Nashville. 

The Nashville end of the case is briefly 
as follows: A handsome woman was incur- 
cerated in the asvlum there under the name 
of Mrs. Brown. Thursday afternoon Chair- 
man McCool of the Asylum Board received 
the following telegram from Howard Sta- 
tion: 

HOWARD, Louls, Sept. 22.—H. J. 
McCool, Chairman, Nashviile, Tenn.: 
Lady now confined in asylum is Madge 
Murphy. Hold her until advised by me, 
her mother, Mrs. Margaret Murphy. 

he woman's trunk was returned 

New Orleans to Nashville and seemed to 
bear out Mrs. Murphy’s identification. On 
the end was painted ‘“M. M., St. Louis.” 
In the trunk were a large quantity of hand- 
some clothing and a number of letters and 
photographs. 

The letters were signed, “Mrs. Macge 
Daniels, New Orleans, La.”’ A letter was 
received from Dr. Dyer of New Orleans 
saying the insane woman was a patient 
of his and offering to pay for her expenses 
to New Orleans. 

Here is a double identification, one 
doctor in New Orleans and another 
Mrs. Murphy of Howard's Station. 
That Mrs. Murphy sent the telegram 
uoted from Howard § there can, be no 
doubt. As to whether she sent any more 
messages the operator there declines to 
Say. 

He told the reporter Mrs. Murphy was a 
woman of 60 years and that she could he 
found at the restaurant at Benton. There 
the waitress in charge said Mrs. Murphy 
was the mother of Mrs. McCready, the 
proprietress of the resWaurant, and that 
sne couid be found at Mrs. McCready’s 
home, 2124 Forest avenue, in Benton. 
There a tall, black-haired man, wearing 
the uniform of a conductor on the St. 
Louis and Meramec River Railroad, came 
to the door. He said no Mrs. Murphy 
lived there. In answer to many more 
questions he reluctantly admitted that Mrs. 
Murphy was his wife’s mother and that 
she was at their home Thursday. 

“She's gone to East St. Louis.”’ he said. 

At this juncture his wife came to the 
door. 

Together they denied that the 
Nashville was related to them. 

When asked to explain Mrs. 
telegram quoted, they denied 
edge of it.- 

“Day before yesterday,’ said 
Cready, “‘a telegram came here, addressed 
to Mrs. Murphy. It was from Nashville 
and told about this woman. Mrs. Murphy 
has a daughter who travels around a good 
deal, and we thought it might possibly be 
she. so we telegraphed for a description. 
When the description came it didn't tally 
with Mrs. Murphy's daughter, so we let {ft 
drop. We afterwards learned that the tel- 
egram was intended for a person living tn 
Renton.

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SPECIAL PRECAUTIONS TO PRO- 
TECT THE CITY DURING 
FALL FESTIVITIES. 


MANY DETECTIVES COMING. 


Every Point Will Be Guarded, and 
There Will Be a Strong Extra De- 
tail of Officers of the Law. 


Chief of Police Campbeil and Chief Des- 
mond of the detective department are 
working with energy to clear St. Louis of 
robbers before and during the fall festivi- 
ties, so that protection can be guaranteed 
to citizens and visitors. 

Already confidence men and robbers of 
every description are flocking to St. Louis 
and as rapidly as they appear, they are 
arrested and thrown into the holdover on 


the charge of idling, when no more serious 
charge can be placed against them. 

Under the plans outlined by Chief Des- 
mond, crime is bound to be reduced to the 
minimum, and visitors may go about tne 
city with safety. 

The chief, who is always on duty, even 
under ordinary circumstances, will length- 
en his working hours and shorten his 
time for sleep. He knows, on sight, nearly 
every crook of any importance in the Uni- 
ted States and while the festivities are on, 
Chief Desmond will be here, there and 
every wnere, 

The jocal force will be augmented by a 
detail of detectives from New York, Chl- 
cago, San Francisco, Philadelphia and all 
of the more prominent cities. This precau- 
tion will make St. Louis a very undesir- 
able place for crooks. 

Chief Desmond wih have men stationed 
at the hotels, depots and all other places 
where thieves and confidence men are most 
likely to undertake operations. Every 
place will be guarded, and it is the am- 
bition of Chief Desmond to give St. Louts 
the best protection ever known since the 
fall festivities were inaugurated.

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TRIALS OF POLICEMEN; 


— 


THEY WILL NOT BE HEARD HERE- 
AFTER BY THE BOARD OF 
COMMISSIONERS. 


SPECIAL BOARD TO BE NAMED. 


Chief of Police, Two Captains and Two 
Sergeants Will Now Pass on 
Charges Against Patrolmen. 


In the future the trial of patrolmen and 
probationery patrolmen, against whom 
charges may have been preferred, will be 
conducted on new lines. 

The Board of Police Commisioners, who 
have heretofore heard all such trials, will 
have no part in future trials. Instead 
a regular trial commission, consisting of 
the Chief of Police, two police captains 
and two sergeants, will be appointed to 
conduct all trials of the patrolmen and 
probationary patrolmen. Charges against 
sergeants, captains, and other police offi- 
clals wil! be heard by the Board of Police 
Commissioners, as has been the custom 
heretofore. 

This innovation, it is thought in police 
circles, will prove more satisfactory than 
the present system. A trial will be con- 
ducted on the same lines as is a court- 
martial in the regular army. The officials 
comprising the trial commission will be 
selected by the Police Commissioners and 
their finding will be final. The Chief, 
captains and sergeants’ being in closer 
touch with the patrolmen than the Com- 
missioners possibly can be, will be in a 
better position to pass readily on the mer- 
its of the case, 

Then it is claimed that the commissioners 
have other and more important duties to 
transact, and as the trials consume much 
time they will be enabled to give more time 
to matters in the Police Department that 
require their attention. 

It has often been contended that in the 
hearing of these charges against patrol- 
men politics is an important factor. It has 
been said that a man with “a pull” could 
violate the rules with impunity and escape 
with a whitewashing. Politics will not en- 
ter into the appointment of the trial com- 
mission and a patrolman’s political influ- 
ence will do him no good before the com- 
mission composed of the Chief, the Cap- 
tains and the Sergeants.

The railroad people say Battery E, First 
United States Ligh: Artillery, known as 
Capron’s Battery, will not reach St. Louls 
before 10 o'clock to-night. 

An Associated Press Dispatch from Cleve- 
land, O., Friday says: 

“Battery E of the First United States 
Light Artillery, which was commanded dur- 
ing its service at El Caney and Santiago 
by the late Capt. Allyn Capron, passed 
through Cleveland at 2:10 o’clock this morn- 
ing on its way from Montauk Point to Jef- 
ferson Barracks, Missouri. 

“The battery occupied a special train of 
13 cars and carried its ful} equipment. 1nere 
were no soldiers seriously sick. The battery 
arrived over the Lake Shore and left over 
the Big Four.”’ 

The Big Four officials here got no news 
of the Battery until noon, when they heard 
that the special train was expected to 
leave Indianapolis at 3 p. m. This means 
that it will be fully 10 o’clock before the 
train arrives. 

It will not enter Union Station, but will 
stop in the yards, where a committee head- 
ed by the Mayor will welcome the artillery- 
men. 

Capt. Allyn Capron, the late commander 
of the Battery, died last Sunday tn Florida, 
of fever contracted in Cuba, where he and 
his battery did valiant service. 

His son, Capt. Ailyn K,. Capron of the 
Rough Riders, was killed at La Quasina. 
Another son in the service of the Govern- 
ment died during the war with Spain. 

The Battery took an active part in the 
battles of El Caney and San Juan, and in 
fact did more work around Santiago than 
any other artillery command.

“Whe were only given a week’s leave and 
I must be back in New York ready for duty 
by the 24th,’’ said the lieutenant just before 
he departed. 

“The Iowa is expected to sail Oet. 1. Her 
destination is supposed to be the Pacific 
Ocean and the Oregon will go with her. The 
voyage will hardly be made in as good time 
as the Oregon made her famous run. There 
is not the incentive for speed there was 
then, so there will not be such a vast con- 
sumption of coal. The ships will make 
about 10 or 11 knots an hour. In such 
voyages vessels keep about 400 yards apart. 
We will not go around the Horn, as sailing 
vessels have to, but through the Strait of 
Magellan. This route is about one week 
quicker than the other and saves many 
hardships, but it is not practicable for 
sailing vessels of any size. The Strait be- 
ing landlocked there are no storms in it. 
We will have warm weather throughout the 
trip, as it is the beginning of summer south 
of the equator. 

“Capt. Silas Terry succeeds Capt. Robley 
D. Evans as Commander of the Iowa, and 
will take her to the Pacific. The principal 
duty of the navigator on board ship is to 
determine the position of the vessel. This 
is done at $ a. m., noon and 4p. m., and as 
many more times. as the Captain orders it.” 
Lieut. Schuetze was transferred from the 
Marblehead to the Iowa last April, just in 
time to participate in all the sea fighting 
that was done against Spain in the waters 
of the Atlaatic. 

“The Iowa is the only vessel in the navy 
that was in all the fights,” said the Lieu- 
tenant, ‘‘and the only battleship that made 
the entire circuit of Cuba. She participated 
in eight bombardments and helped destroy 
Cervera’s fleet at Santiago. ° 

“The result of that fight demonstrated 
what naval men knew all along, that our 
big fighting ships were immensely superior 
to the best Spanish cruisers. The Vizcaya 
and the other vessels of her class were fine 


ships, but they did not compare with the 
Iowa, Oregon and our other battleships. 
They were about equal to the New York 
or Brooklyn. 

“The American ships were better manned 
and were better fought. If the Spanish 
vessels had been in charge of Americans 
some of them would have escaped or some 
of the attacking squadron would have been 
desrtoyed. 

“I don’t believe Cervera ever doubted the 
result, but he was ordered to come out of 
the harbor and he came. The Spaniards 
began firing as soon as we did, or sooner 
and they made it hot, -too, for a little 
while. But they couldn’t stand the tre- 
mendous shower of steel we gave them. 
They were destroyed by our secondary bat- 
teries. In a short time after the fight 
opened the enemy’s ships were on fire and 
their guns were silenced, 

“The lowa was srtuck by three big 
shells close to the water line, but was not 
injured, I think the shells came from the 
Christobal Colon. I was on the bridge by 
the conning tower with Capt. “vans 
throughout the fight. He was perfectly cool 
and handled the ship as calmly as though 
she were on review. 

“The small machine guns were not: used 
during the fight. They would have been 
of no service. 

“One great mistake the Spanish made 
was having so much woodwork on their 
ships. The lowa was stripped of every 
particle of wood as soon as war was de- 
clared. Everything about her rs steel ex- 
cept the furniture and that is non-com- 
bustible.

JOHN HICKEY, AGED 8 YEARS, 
MORTALLY WOUNDED BY A 
BOY OF 9 YEARS. 


DAVE BLUMENFELD’S PISTOL. 


Shocking Tragedy, About Which All 
the Young Participants Tell 
Different Stories. 


The boyish feud which may culminate in 
the death of John Vincent Hickey, an 8- 
year-old lad, has brought sorrow to two 
families and caused the police to make re- 
newed efforts to stop the pernicious prae- 
tice among boys of carrying pistols. 

David Blumenfeld, 9 years old, fired the 
shot that has sent young Hickey to the 
City Hospital perhaps mortally wounded. 

All night Blumenfeld cried in his cell in 
the police station at Seventh and Carr 
streets. He is 3 feet 6 inches high and frail 
looking. Friday he refused the bread and 
sausage diet offered him and begged that 
hie mother be sent to him so that he could 
get food sanctioned by his religion. 

Blumenfeld is repentant and tells a story 
of self-defense in these words: 

“I was going home from the store at 1022 
Franklin avenue, where I work, Wednes- 
day night between 7 and 8 o'clock when I 
met a lot of fellows at Seventh and Biddle 
streets. They always hang around there 
to make the boys who pass give up money. 
They search the small boys. They wanted 
me to give up my mouth harp. I told them 
I would not. Then they all crowded ground 
me and one hit me in the jaw. You @n 
see what a big jaw I have. 

“Well, I began to get scared and ulled 
a seven shooter that I used on the Fourth 
of July. I did not know it was loaded, I 
yelled back at them. 

"Get away or I'll shoot.’ 

“ "Stop, you sheeny,’ they cried, and ran 
at me. hen I pulled the trigger. 

“The boy that I hit fell and then I first 
knew the thing was loaded. He shouted 
‘Catch me,’ to ey of the gang and fell 
over. The minute I saw what I had done I 
threw the pistol down. 

“*l wouldn’t have moved that trigger for 
anything if I had known what woul have 
happened. I would be afraid of killing my- 
self if I carried a loaded pistol. I've played 
theater sometimes, and that’s why I kept it.
